pending a meeting 


among themselves this afternoon. 
Even should they accept, they 
said, a ratification meeting by the 
membership would not be held 
until Wednesday. 


The photoengravers have been 


insistent on a reduction in the

1A work week to 35 hours. 
Under Wagner's proposal,' as in 


the case of the printers, they 
would get a 35-hour week, but not 
until the second year of a two- 
year contract. 


Four unions joined in the strike. 


Besides 
the printers, 
striking 


mailers 
and stereotypers. have 


agreed 
to terms, leaving . the 


photoengravers as the last to act 
on the mayor's proposal. 


And there was an optimistic 


prediction today from the leader 
of striking printers in Cleveland, 
Ohio, that the two dailies whjch. 
have been closed there eight days 
longer than the ones in New. York' 
"possibly" will resume publication 
early next week. 


Wagner, who made his .an- 


nouncement at 4 a.m. alter nego- 
tiations through the night, set no 
deadline for the union to accept 
or reject his recommendations.

Post Office 
Is Using 
Computer 


ATLANTA, Ga. (AP)— What is 


gray with flashing blue lights, 
can play "Tiptoe Throug h the 
Tulips," keeps tabs on dog bites 
and is kind to taxpayers? 


It is the Atlanta regional post 


office's high-speed computer sys- 
tem, unveiled Monday. Postal of- 
ficials say it will cut machine 
•time in accounting by more than 
SO per cent and save more than 
1400,000 annually when all 11 sys- 
ems are in operation. 


One 
of 
the 
main 
jobs 
is 


irocessing payroll checks of the 
38.000 postal employes. Machine 
processing of these now takes a 
full eight-hour day. The new com- 
puter system will require three 
lours. 


The machine is expected to aid 


in scientific tests of mail dispatch 
and delivery to pinpoint where 
and why mail is delayed. It will 
keep track of postage stamp sales 
in the city plus the regional sales 
output, which totals more tha na 
output, which totals more than a 
billion stamps a year. 


On the lighter side, the machine 


is expected to keep tabs on how 
many postmen are bitten by dogs. 
"We have about 7,000 a year," 
Asst. Postmaster Genral Ralph W. 
Nicholson said.

Cutbacks in 
State Police 
Services Made 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-State Po- 


lice Director 
Herman Lindsey 


said Monday that wholesale cur- 
tailment of State Police services 
already has affected 17 Arkansas 
cities. 


And Gov. Orval E. Faubus said 


the economy measures will hurt 
local law enforcement

assistance. 


Lindsey said nine cities which 


previously had two patrol cars in 
their area will have only one in 
the cutback. These cities, he said, 
are Joncsboro, Russellville, Con- 
way, Fayctlevllle, Harrison. New« 
port, Forrest City, Morrilton and 
Searcy. 


He said eight cities which pre- 


viously had one car rotated be- 
tween two troopers, each working 
a 10-hour shift daily, now will 
have both troopers working, to- 
gether in a single 10-hour shift.

Bluff, Fort Smith, El Dorado, Va% 
Bui-en, Ozark and Walnut Ridge, 
he said.

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Criminality 
Among Kids 
on Increase 


By GEORGE BOULTWOOD 


STRASBOURG, France (AP)~ 


"Shall we go to the movies tonight 
or attack a woman?" 


This cruel jest, circulating in a 


West Berlin high school, reflects 
an increase of youthful criminality 
and brutality in Western Europe. 


The Council of Europe asked 12 


of its member countries about 
juvenile delinquency. All reported 
rapes, murders, stabbings, auto 
stealing, theft and wanton destruc- 
tion by minors. 


The report said 94 out of every 


100 boys and girls never get into; 
any trouble with the law, and held 
that "on the whole youth does 
well in these difficult times." 


What alarmed the investigators 


was the recent tendency for large 
groups of young people suddenly 
to go wild. 


West Berlin police have investi- 


gated over 30 mass rapes by bands 
of young hooligans in just over a 
year. 


Five years ago such attacks 


were unknown in Berlin. The new- 
style prowling gangs seize women 
or young girls, often minors. A 
gang of 19 youths mishandled a 
15-year-old girl for two hours be- 
fore releasing her. 


The head of the Berlin vice 


squad,, Hprst 
Scnramm, 
said: 


"These criminals are not hard up 
for sex. Without exception they 
have girl friends who are not in 
the least prudish. They simply de- 
light in the use of force." 
' Delinquency is less prevalent in 
the underdeveloped areas, such as 
the 
south of Italy 
and rural 


Spain. Youths get out of line less 
often where family ties are strong- 
est, in primitive villages where 
the clan spirit prevails. 


Delinquency happens most in 


Europe's highly industriali2ed are- 
as—the glittering neon world of 
coffee bars, juke boxbs, and auto- 
mobiles. Most of the 
affected 


youngsters earn easy money in 
simple jobs in the busy factories 
of the industrial regions. 


Homes broken by divorce, the 


late return of fathers from prison 
camps, the emancipation of Eu- 
ropean women and consequent 
downgrading of father's authority, 
are some of the factors cited as 
causing delinquency. 


The idea that the youth crime 


wave reflects. World War II is un- 
dermined, however, by the fact 
that neutral countries such as 
Sweden have the same youth trou- 
bles as Germany and France. 


The picture being given by Eu- 


ropean investigators is of young 
people who are economically af- 
fluent but culturally improver- 
ished. 


Unable to bridge the gulf be- 


tween themselves and their eld- 
ers, 
they band together, dress 


alike, haunt the same places.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — West 


Germany will continue its efforts 
to bring Britain into the Common 
Market, former Foreign Minister 
Heinrich von Brentano pledged to- 
day. 


"We feel that the content anc 


spirit of the Rome treaties oblige 
us to do this," Brentano said in a 
speech prepared for a National 
Press Club luncheon. 


Morevoer. he added, "We feel 


that there can be no pause in the 
process of European unification. 
Setbacks have not caused us to 
quit; they have simply strength- 
ened our political will." 


Brentano said he had 
found 


some concern here over the re- 
cently concluded German-French 
pact, "concern which I sincerely 
regret." 


Having talked with U.S. legisla- 


tors and officials of the adminis- 
tration, Brentano said, he now 
feels "I have been successful to a 
large extent in dispelling these 
concerns." 


The 
German-French pact 
is 


solely aimed at creating "genuine 
and lasting friendship in place of 
tension and national rivalries," 
Brentano said. 


After a White House visit earlier 


in the day. Brentano said he had 
told President Kennedy he was 
gratified 
that the President is 


planning to visit Berlin. 


Kennedy and Brentano also dis- 


cussed problems of the Atlantic 
Alliance1, including the sotting up 
oi a multinational atomic force 
for the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization.

Dynamite Is

TRENTON, Mich. (AP) — A 


homemade l3omb containing 22 
sticks of dynamite was found to- 
day under a bridge which crosses 
railroad tracks. 


About 15 families living in the 


area had been evacuated as tho 
result of two anonymous tele- 
phone calls to police that a bomb 
was ready to explode. 


Police reported finding the dy- 


namite sticks tied together with 
string in a paper bag from which 
a cord extended. The end of the 
cord was charred. 


The families were 
evacuated 


about midnight. They were al- 
lowed to return to their homes 
shortly before 1 a.m. when the 
bomb had been removed. 


The anonymous caller's first 


contact with police, at 10:40 p. m. 
said dynamite had been placed 
under the bridge and "is ready 
to blow." 


The 
second, 
at 
11:53 
p.m., 


warned, "There is not much time 
left." 


The bomb was found under the 


viaduct on West Road which 
crosses above railroad tracks used 
by the New York Central, Shore- 
lino and Detroit, Toledo & Ironton 
railroads. 


Detective Lt. Earl Henegar said 


the bomb, hidden under a drain 
pipe, was of sufficient power to 
destroy one end of the bridge. 
Henegar said it apparently had 
been made by experts. 


Henegar said there were no 


clues to the incident. He said the 
railroads had not received any 
threats.

ner's autopsy shows that Davey 
Moore suffered three times the 
amount of brain damage original- 
ly indicated by an encephalogram 
after his fatal fight against-Sugar 
Ramos. 


Moore's backward plunge onto 


the lower strand of the ropes is 
believed by autopsy surgeons to 
have caused the massive damage 
that resulted in his death early 
Monday. The scores of jolting 
lefts that Ramos rained to the 
head and jaw of the featherweight 
champion Thursday night were 
described as contributing factors. 


Coroner Theodore J. Curphey, 


reporting the findings of a two- 
hour autopsy, said there were 
small hemorrhages and edema of 
the structures of the brain stem 
and also "large contusions in the 
midline of 
the 
cerebraltis- 


phere which were probably one 
of the major factors in bringing 
about this man's demise." 


In retreating from Ramos' sav- 


age attack in the 10th round, 
Moore plunged backward into the 
ropes. 
The back 
of his 
neck 


struck the lower strand near the 
turnbuckle and his head snapped 
sharply toward his chest. 


This fall, 
Dr. Curphey said, 


caused extensive brain damage; 
but he said blows to the jaw 
could have been contributing fac- 
tors. A small hemorrhage 
was 


found on the right side of Moore's 
brain, cuts and contusions were 
found inside the fighter's lips, and 
minimum hemorrhages were on 
the skin of the right temple and 
around the joint of the right jaw- 
bone.
